SPRAY FALLS (Via Banff), July 29.—The shrill sound of a 
woman's. voice, caught up by the multitude of peaks and crags, 
sounding and resounding and re-echoing, saved the life of Mrs 
Stone. after the death of her husband, Dr. Stone, president of Purdue 
University, Lafayette, Ind., eight days before. 

The searching party, from information received in camp, had 
figured out the probable course that Dr. and Mrs. Stone would take 
in their attempt to ascend Mount Kon, an hitherto unsubdued moun 
tain. From a point of vantage they had scoured every side with 
' their glasses, without a sight of anything. Then, as they had de 
% cided to go on, one of the members of the party thought he heard 

’ the cry of a woman, in the aw ful distance across and below. Listen- 
ing intently, they heard it again, A more minute inspection with 

» the glasses revealed, far below and across a canyon, the form of a 
woman. One hour later Mrs. Stone was rescued.

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NEW INSTITUTION 


N THE FEW WEEKS that T have 
I been in EDMONTON the outstand- 
ing fact which has impressed me 
is the need of local capital. Most of 
the active businesses here are under- 
capitalized. And there are many busi- 
nesses in this city which with an addi- . 
tion of from ten to fifty per cent, to 
their present capital could do a greatly 


increased business. 


For instance, I have in mind one 
business conducted by an old friend, 
who is an Edmonton citizen of excel 
lent standing during twenty years or 
more. His business has a present net 
worth of about $50,000, which is about 
its present capital But he laeks 
working capital. An additional $10, 
000 of capital to his business would 
probably inerease his profits $5,000 a 


year. 


Now, to remedy this situation IT am 
suggesting the organization of a com- 
pany to be known as the Capital Loan 
Company. This Company would be 
capitalized at from $500,000 to $1,000,- 
000. and the capital would be seeured 
in the agricultural districts, where 
money this Fall will be plentiful. 


The board of directors of this insti- 
tution would he made up of cay tble 
business men of the best standing and 
its operating expense would be very 
smnall—above ofiice rent not more than 
two or three hundred, dollars per 


month. 


The method of operating of the pro- 
posed Capital Loan Company would be 
this: A deserving company needing 
more capital could secure it from the 
Capital Loan Company on an arrange- 
ment that would contemplate the 
amount advanced sharing in the cap- 
ital earnings during the time the 
money was outstanding. As soon as 
the company could be so reorganized 
as to have a permanent management 
and show substantial earnings, then 
another company which I would also 
organize would sel] its shares to an 
amount sufficient to repay this cap- 
tal loan. 


The practicability of thie program 
is, | think, obvious. It would meanto 
Edmonton a number of things: 


1. Mobilizing here a large amount 
of at present unused capital from the 
agricv'teral district. 


2. Affording deserving institutions 
immediately available additional ecap- 
jtal which would enable them to go on 


comfortably and on a larger profit 
making basis 


8. And giving these same institu. 
tions relief from the present embar- 
rassment which many a deserving busi 
ness in Edmonton experiences in its 
daily dealings with its bank, 


Many an otherwise good business 
man does not know bow to determine 
the capital which his business really 
needs. And even a greater number do 
not appreciate the fact that a well 
conducted bank cannot possibly make 
loans which amount to capital loans. 


Some years ago a very large Chicago 
bank set apart a large sum of money 
for just such a purpose as this and 
then from their board of directors they 
created a committee which was face- 
tiously nicknamed ‘‘The Lame Duck 
Committee.’’ This committee employ- 
ed the services of a competent ergan- 
izer, had a staff of accountants and 
other experts, @d then their proced- 
ure was as follows; 


A business deserving new capital 
was approached by their representa 
tive with a proposition that if the 
company would permit a thorough 
audit to be made of its affairs, allow 
the bank to nominate one or two mem 
bers of its board of directors, that the 
bank would advance the additional 
capital which the business required. 


The experiment was tremendously 
successful and one company—a manu 
facturing concern producing an article 
on sale in every drug-store, soft-drink 
place, grocery or any other similar 
shop in the civilized world—was one 
of its clients. 


I have said in previous articles that 
what this country needs js organiza- 
tion. I am proposing something now 
which ean be successfully carried out 
--which would relieve the banks here 
of daily embarrassment and which 
would afford a considerable propor 
tion of the business men here the addi 
tional facilities which they need to 
make their businesses really prosper- 
ous.

This is put forward as a suggestion 


only and I would like to have the ad 
viee and opinions of the progressive 
business men of this community on this 
subject. If it meets popular approval, 
I will organize such # company at 
once, and as soon as they can be en 
gaged, will put one hundred or more 
men in the Alberta territory collect- 
ing the necessary capital.

Early Strain of Sunflowers 

Sunflowers are being tested 
very extengi: sly for ensilage purpose? 
In order t® Metermine the most suit 
able varieté Aand the difference if ar 
between the sunflower seed sold un- 
der various names, seed was secured 
from over fifty sources and all plant- 
ed wide by side. All of the field varie- 
tle Practically the same in ap 
pearance and appar ly the oniv 
difference are names One variety. 
however, that has been growing in 
the University gardens for a number 
of yeare and has been seeding itself 
from year to year has proven to be 
earlier than anyother variety, . 
though it does not appear to yiel- 
quite as heavy. The stage of maturity 
largely determines the por centage > 
dry matter, and in Alberta where the 
season is fairly short for sunflowers, 
the earlier varieties have ai much 
larger per <entage of dry matter than 
the later maturing varie On the 
average the dry matter in sunflowers 
is not more than fifteen per cent. By 
securing a variety that matures a 
week earlier, the drv matter, Prof 
Cutler says, could be raised to twenty 
Per cent or more and even though the 
vield per acre of forage is j*ss it 
would be preferabie to the larger 
yields and the smaliier percentage of 
dry matter. 

Howes early Alberta flint corn a 
new variety originated on the Un!- 
versity farm and has been tested o 
for five years is also giving splendid 
results, On July 25 there was ever:
